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In response to the Requirement for Election of Species 
mailed September 15, 2003, claims 21-29 were elected in the 
previously filed paper. The present Action requested the 
election of "a single disclosed species if no generic claim is 
finally held allowable." The in vitro reaction system 
comprising al , 3 -f ucosyltransf erase as the fucosyltransf erase and 
the GDP-fucose pyrophosphorylase enzyme species of claim 22 is 
hereby elected. These two species are illustrated in Scheme 20 
at page 56 and at page 111 in Example 16(b). Claims 21-26 read 
upon these species. 

The Action required the above-made election and also 
required that the claims be " 'cleaned up' so they clearly 
reflect the different 'species' of invention". No statutory 
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basis was provided for that 'clean up' requirement. The meaning 
of that quoted phrase is not understood. Inasmuch that 
requirement recited no statutory basis, and it is unknown what 
that requirement means, that requirement is hereby respectfully 
traversed. 

Applicant and counsel would be pleased to do what is 
deemed needed within the statute to revise the claims. However, 
because the claims are thought to be clear as filed, without a 
properly stated basis for rejection it is unknown what 
amendments one should make. The Examiner is urged to initiate a 
telephone conference with the undersigned so that the matter can 
be dealt with if still necessary.
